REPORT 


{To accompany S. Res. 264] 


The Committee on the District of Columbia, having under con- 
sideration the original resolution (S. Res. 264) authorizing an addi- 
tional appropriation to enable the waabsdaien of the study and 
investigation of crime and related problems, including law enforce- 
ment, in the District of Columbia, pursuant to Senate Resolution 136, 
after full consideration, report favorably thereon, without amendment, 
and recommend that the resolution be agreed to by the Senate. 

Senate Resolution 136 authorized the Senate Committee on the 
District of Columbia to conduct an investigation of crime and related 
problems, including law enforcement, in the District of Columbia. 
It directs the committee or any duly authorized subcommittee thereof 
to report to the Senate the results of such investigation and to make 
recommendations for necessary legislation. 

The committee was authorized by Senate Resolution 136 to expend 
an amount not to exceed $25,000 for such investigation and was 
directed to report to the Senate not later than January 31, 1952, the 
results of its findings. 

The resolution authorizes the duly authorized Subcommittee of the 
Committee on the District of Columbia Investigating Crime and Law 
Enforcement to expend from the contingent fund of the Senate the 
sum of $61,200 in addition to the amount heretofore authorized for 
the same purposes. 

It also provides for the submission of an interim report to the Senate 
on or before January 31, 1952, and a final report to the Senate on or 
before June 30, 1952, with respect to the results of its study and 
investigation, and recommendations as to nece ssary legislation. 





APPROPRIATION TO CONTINUE INVESTIGATION OF CRIME 


Senate Resolution 136 was agreed to by the Senate on September 
13, 1951, and the Subcommittee of the Committee on the District of 
Columbia Investigating Crime and Law Enforcement, pursuant there- 
to, commenced its investigation early in October 1951. 

The work of the subcommittee indicates that there are large areas 
of investigation still to be explored. It is manifestly impossible to 
have carried out the mandate of Senate Resolution 136 within the 
elapsed time and the work of the subcommittee to date leads to the 
conclusion that further investigation will prove fruitful. 

Report No. 334 of the Committee on Rules and Administration, 
to accompany Senate Resolution 136, indicates that that committee 
contemplated an extension in saying that 

The first amendment follows out the policy of the Committee on Rules and 
Administration which is to place a cut-off date for hiring personnel on any inves- 
tigation, so that expenditures from the contingent fund will not carry over from 
one session to another. The date January 31, 1952, is a standard date for all 
resolutions which have authorized investigating funds that have been approved 
by this committee at this session of Congress. 

In the opinion of this committee, the sum of $25,000 was considered sufficient 
to carry this proposed investigation during the next 4 months, 


The resolution was unanimously approved by the Senate Committee 
on the District of Columbia at a special meeting on January 21, 1952. 
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
